Johnson started his two - week 
goodwill tour of Middle E a st and 
M editerranean countries T h u r s ­ 
day in Lebanon. A fter arriving by 
presidential jet from Washington, 
he spent the day in Beirut mixing 
with people in the streets and vis­ 
iting with 
Lebanese leaders, 
in­ 
cluding 
President 
Fuad 
Chehab 
and Prem ier Rashid K aram e. 


From Iran, the vice president 
will continue on to Turkey, Cy­ 
pruS, G reece and Italy.

Russ Convoy Moves 


Through Berlin 


Without Incident 


BERLIN (U P I) - The U.S. 
Army escorted Soviet troops in 
three personnel carriers into 
West Berlin today as Russia 
charged that the recent ston- 
ings of its buses had been 
staged 
‘‘with 
the 
obvious 
connivance of U.S. occupation 
authorities.” 


In another development the U.S. 


Arm y sent hundreds of men and 


vehicles in six convoys along the 


E ast G erm an autobahn without in­ 


cident. The Soviets made no at­ 


tem pt to carry out their threat to 


insist on a Red army escort for 


the convoys as a result of U.S. 


action in escorting Russian troops 


when they cam e into West Berlin. 


The Soviets warned in a note 
presented to U.S. officials in Mos­ 
cow th at Russia would take "nec­ 
essary Pleasures” to protect its 
diplomatic and m ilitary personnel 
passing through West Berlin. 


It charged "fascistic elements' 
had staged "dangerous provoca­ 
tions” against Soviet m ilitary per­ 
sonnel en route to the Soviet War 
Memorial in West Berlin. E arlier 
this week West Berliners stoned 
buses carrying the Soviet troops 
in demonstration of their anger 
over the shooting of a refugee at 
the Berlin wail.

city council, which had previously 
agreed on some alternate routes, 
withdrew the recommendations in 
face of strong protests from an 
estim ated 700 residents.

Shell Raps

Of the two, the green crispy- 
leaved Pelargonium can withstand 
our 
summer 
heat 
better 
than 
the flat-leaved geranium and is 
not as scraggy and leafless in the 
hot months. Granted its gorgeous 
blooms show up only from March 
to June while the so-called Geran­ 
iums are likely to bloom longer 
than the Pelargoniums, we point 
to the Martha Washington with the 
most pride. 
Planting these flowers without 
shade can be nothing but hopeless. 
Tf the gardener insists on planting 
Pelargoniums without 
shade 
he 
will watch them die as they are 
exposed to any more than the first 
two hours of the morning sun. 
Irrigation is Touchy 
Over copiously watering these 
plants is

Two Must Go Together 


The Chamber of 
Commerce 
of 
the 


United States is one of the many groups 


which favors substantial tax reductions as a 


spur to lagging business. 


\ t the same time, the Chamber emphasi­ 


zed the need for an accompanying rigid 
economy program in government. In its view, 
cuts of more than $5 billion could be made 
in the budget for fiscal 1963 without harm 
to any essential program or service. 


The Chamber’s tax reduction plan invol­ 
ves several steps: A cut in top bracket indi­ 
vidual income tax rates from 91 per cent 


to 65 per cent; splitting of the lowest indi­ 
vidual tax bracket, with a 15 per cent rate 
on the lower portion; proportionate adjust­ 
ment of the rates betw een the maximum and 
the minimum; reduction of the corporate 
tax rate from the present 52 per cent to 47 
per cent. The rcsidt would be a spur to con­ 
sumer spending and, more important in the 
long run, stimulated capital investment by 
enterprise. This is the source of more better 
jobs-just as it is the source of more tax reve­ 
nues in the future. 
But—a big cut in taxes without a cut 
in spending could prove disastrous. 


Other Editors 


The much talked about program of "fis­ 


cal responsibility" that Governor Brown de­ 


clared he would pursue when he took office 


has apparently hit a snag insofar as one facet 


of state government is concerned. 


This appears in the state’s disability in­ 
surance porgram, which so far this year has 
had revenues of $53 million, and has dis­ 
bursed near $64 million to claimants, accord­ 
ing to the latest report of the Department 
of Employment. 


Last year through May, the department’s 
report shows $61 million received in prem ­ 
iums, and a total of $57 million paid out in 
benefits. However, $15 million of the re­ 
ceipts was transferred from the unemploy­ 
ment fund to the disability fund, which means 
the fund operated during that period at an 
$11 million loss. 
Just how long the administration can 
operate the disability program in the red 
is not known. It’s reasonably well anticipated, 
however, that there will be no moves to cor­ 
rect the inclement situation until after the 
November election. 
At this point, it m ight be observed that 


w hen a private insurance concern is operating 
in the red, it is subject to seizure by the state 
as a menace to public welfare. But the state 
fund is privileged. It is financed with the 
taxpayers’ money. 
The unsavory situation is heightened 
hv the massive struggle going on between 
labor on the one hand to write disability in­ 
surance carriers out of business, and the pri­ 
vate concerns to retain a portion of the bus­ 
iness. 
Private carriers recently obtained an in­ 
junction in Sacramento county superior court 
to prevent Irving Perluss, director of em­ 
ployment, from putting into effect regula­ 
tions affecting adverse selection of insured 
persons. Adverse selection means choosing 
of clients which would affect the state fund

adversely. In other words, th e charge is made 
that private insurers select clients who do not 
file as many claims, and leave the claimants 
who would file more claims to be insured 
out of the state funds. 
Before the Sacramento county superior 
court had an opportunity to hear the case, 
the state supreme court, following a petition 
bv labor groups, dissolved the temporary 
injunction, and removed th e case to itself. 
It will be heard in late August. 
Meanwhile Perluss has notified private 
carriers that unless they comply with the ad­ 
verse selection regulations, their permission 
to engage in disability insurance will be lift­ 
ed by the state January 1, 1963. Perluss said 
this will give private companies time to com­ 
ply, and also will provide no action until the 
supreme court has decided whether his reg­ 
ulations are valid or not . 
Fact of the m atter is, however, that even 
a supreme court decision will not solve the 
primary issue at hand, w hich is the solvency 
of the disability fund. Only added taxes, to 
keep up w ith the liberal provisions of claim 
payments can solve this problem. 
Politicians don’t talk about added taxes 
during an election cam paign, this is a well 
known fact.

A Straight Thinker from Hawaii 


WASHINGTON — It turns out 
that the Senate got itsell a no­ 
nonsense man in the person of 
Hiram Fong (R. 
Hawaii) who 
turned up to represent the 50th 
State toward the end of the 1959 
session. 
By now his colleagues have 
perceived that, while Fong is the 
first Oriental, a full-blooded Chi­ 
nese. to serve in the upper body, 
the facts of his birth and good- 
natured 
F ar 
E astern 
appear­ 
ance are 
the 
least 
important 
things 
about 
this 
54-year-old- 
rough-and-tumble politico, a Har­ 
vard Law School graduate who 
was 14 years in the Hawaiian 
House and three tim es its Speak­ 
er. 
. 
No-nonsense is the key to the 
Fong character. The son of an 
indentured laborer who went to 
the Islands from Canton, Fong 
helped himself to education at 
McKinley High School and the 
U niversity of Hawaii by work­ 
ing at m any juvenile jobs from 
bean-picker to golf caddy. 
He 
put in two years as a clerk at 
the P earl Harbor N avy Y ard to 
earn the money to go to H ar­ 
vard. 
Battled Up The Ladder 
Later, as city-county attorney 
and in private practice, he had 
to battle his way up the political 
ladder. Twice his opponents tried 
to prevent him from taking his 
House seat on legal technicali­ 
ties, but he won out. 
Once he engaged in a robust 
hollering match with an oppon­ 
ent who accused him of throw ­ 
ing parties and distributing leis 
whenever he wanted to get a bill 
through. A n o t h e r 
time 
he 
squared off in a fist fight with 
an 
enraged legislator, but 
in­ 
stead of dram atizing the encoun­ 


ter, Fong dism issed it to report­ 
ers as a one-punch fracas in 
which he was on the receiving 
end and for which his adversary 
quickly apologized. 
As a Senator of Oriental line­ 
age, Fong 
decided 
he 
should 
learn more about the region, so 
after his first session he paid 
his own way on an extended 
F a r Eastern trip. A friend of 
mine saw him at a public m eet­ 
ing in Taipei w here the first sev­ 
eral rows of seats w ere reserved 
for Nationalist China law m akers 
and where the first question was: 
He's an A m erican 
"You're a 
Chinese, 
so what 
are you going to do for us?” 
"No, 
I'm 
an 
A m erican," 
snapped 
Fong. 
“ I’m 
Senator 
from Hawaii, and I'm not Sena­ 
tor from Taiw an." 
To this day. O rientals of all 
kinds who arrive in Washington 
m ake a beeline for Fong's office. 
He understands why this is so 
and tries to be cooperative, but 
when they try the ancestral ap­ 
proach for special favors he sets 
them straight in a m anner which 
puts his message across with no 
chance of further m isunderstand­ 
ing. 
Fong 
is 
tough-m inded 
about 
everything. He doesn’t mind say­ 
ing that he sm othered a F air 
Employment P ractices bill when 
he was Speaker for the realis­ 
tic reason that there w as no need 
for it in Hawaii, w here the races 
voluntarily mingle. On the other 
hand, and to the dism ay of bleed­ 
ing heart equalizers, he sees no 
sense in forced race-mixing: 
“You may some day say that 
I can’t join the P acific Club, or 
I cannot join the Country Club, 
and that may be a little discrim ­ 
ination . . . I say some groups 


have a right to whomever they 
want to be m em bers. There are 
certain groups 
that 
want 
to 
preserve the culture of a cer­ 
tain country, for 
exam ple 
all 
French people would like to have 
a French-speaking Society, and 
because I could not join such a 
society, I would not call it dis­ 
crim ination." 


Opposed Administration 


Yet the sam e hard-headed log­ 
ic tells him th at our immigra 
tion 
quotas 
on 
Far 
Eastern 
races are unrealistically low. As 
a m em ber of the Judiciary Sub­ 
committee on 
Imm igration, he 
favors 
the admission of more 
Orientals — possibly the only in­ 
stance where his center of grav­ 
ity is East of the Senate m ajor­ 
ity. On M edicare he opposed the 
Administration 
b e c a u s e 
he 
thought its bill was awkward and 
unfair, though he favors care for 
the aged, and w as co-sponsor of 
the Saltonstal! 
substitute for a 
voluntary, w orkable plan. 


All Senators soon discover that 
there is a limit to what they can 
personally learn about the tor­ 
rent of new legislation and the 
mound of old, unenacted m eas­ 
ures. The drug bill, for exam ­ 
ple, has been laying around for 
three years, an d suddenly there 
is a demand for passage despite 
the impossibility of combing all 
the testimony. 


"This is one of the times when 
a Senator has to move on faith." 
says Fong. "H e has to associate 
himself with colleagues of a con­ 
genial viewpoint and philosophy, 
and rely on them to help make 
up his m ind." 
Where knowledge ends, 
faith 
begins. 
There 
is 
no 
nonsense 
about that principle, either.
